Conquerors of Everest 
Mobbed by Admirers 


NEW DELHI, June 28 (/P) — 
Club-swinging police charged 
a wildly hysterical, hero-wor- 
shipping crowd which mobbed 
Mt. Everest conquerors Bhotia 
Tensing and Edmund Hillary 
upon their arrival today at 
New Delhi's Palam Airport. 

The enthusiastic Indians — 
numbering more than 3f)0O — 
broke police cordons at the 
edge of the airfield and sur- 
rounded the plane. Then they 
pushed Tensing, his wife and 
two daughters and Hillary 
nearlv a quarter of a mile down 
i he field. A squad of 50 police 
clubbed the admirers away 
from the dazed Tensing, who 
vainly tried to break through 
the screaming human wall. 

The police finally whisked 
Tensing and his family and Hil- 
lary into the Xepalese Ambas- 
sador's car. The veteranjmoun- 
tain climber, who was born in 
Nepal hut has lived for many 
years in India, arrived here 
from Katmandu. Nepal, and 
Calcutta for a round of official 
honors. 

Tensing had climbed the 
world's highest peak, hut he 
was reported airsick on the 
flight today. His secretary ap- 
peared first when the plane 
landed and disclosed he 'was 
"feeling a bit uneasy."
